Asguably the most important goal for 
Israel today, and one shared by Americans, 
is the prompt resettlement of 2s many Sovi- 
et Jews as possible in Israel Such resettle- 
ment provides succor for Soviet Jews, who 
fear rising anti-Semitism. It advances U.S. 
interests in seeing those refugees find free- 
dom. It rekindles israel's founding spirit. 

Whiat is standing in the way? Arab coun- 
tries have Moscow to prokibit 
direct flights berween the Soviet Union and 
Israel. That wili cut the expected flow of 
emigrants by haif, to under 50,000 this year. 

Why are Arabs so upset? Because they 
fear that eventually the Soviet émigrés will 
flood into the West Bank, and thereby pre- 
vent negotiated Palestinian control of the 
Israeli-cecupied territories.
